It may be a very good thing for the United 
States to enter this alliance with Great Britain, 
France, Italy, and Japan. It will not be a good 
thing for the United States unless we know what 
Great Britain means by the agreement proposed 
and what France, Italy, and Japan mean by ac- 
cepting it. 

In the first place—even if this consideration be 
secondary in importance—the American mandate 
is in Mexico, and if American soldiers are at the 
other.end of the world, in Armenia, preserving or- 
der there, in an inaccessible land, when there is 
disorder and suffering on our own border, the 
United States will cut an appallingly comic figure. 

We actually believe that British and French 
statesmen devised this in a spirit of humor and 
were astonished to find that what they suggested 
as a broad jest would be accepted in absolute good 
faith. If the Americans will do it, why not? A 
natural work for the powers close to the scene of 
action. But if Sam will do it, why not lethim? We 
see Mr. Balfour slowly closing his eyes to avoid} 
any tactless manifestation of amusement. Lloyd 
George and Balfour probably later met and looked 
at each other, but found the situation too neat for 
explication. 

Armenia may be a minor consideration, but it is 
one, and we ask, “ Why the United States?” The 
British have frontiers in the Armenian neighbor- 
hood. If the British, the French, the Italians can- 
not trust themselves, why not use a Swedish con- 
etabulary, as was done in Persia. Why the U. S. A.? 

It may be a good thing to accept this alliance, 
which attempts to assure the peace of the world 
with the British fleet and British finance, with the 
French army, with American resources in men, 
money, and material, but it will be a good thing 
only as Americans understand that it is devised for 
practical purposes by realistic nations and has no 
more moral vision than any other scheme of pre- 
sorving peace.

Is it not 
to be the permanent council of five, composed of 
Great Britain, France, Japan, Italy, and the 
United States?

THE FARMERS PROTEST. 

Elkhort, Wis., Feb. 25.—[Editor of The 
Tribune.J—We noticed your editorial op 
“ Daylight and the H. C. of ) Phi, You re 
marked that “ It is very possible that in 
a few isolated instances some interests 
may not be as well served by the day- 
light plan as by the old order.” When 
you made this remark I wondered if the 
millions of farm homes were the iso- 
lated places you referred to, for the 
farmers are solid against it. You also 


in your next breath you mention the 
high cost of living. 

Now, I will admit that I am not fa- 
miliar with conditions in the city and I 
see from your article that you are not 
familiar with conditions in the country, 
so let me explain a few things. ! 

The farmer works from sun to sun; 
this means that he gets up at about 4:30 
a. m. and goes out to milk the cows. 
They are waiting for him at the barn, 
for it seems to be even cow nature to 
rise at dawn. With the “ daylight sav- 


_ing plan ” the farmer rises at 3:30, lights 


his lantern, and, under his breath cursing 
his congressman and city cousins, pro- 
ceeds to see if he can find his cows, for, 
an hour before dawn, they are not wait- 
ing for him at the barn. The milking, 
etc., done, he goes to a breakfast that 
has been prepared by lamplight. 

In the early spring he finds that the 
ground is frozen and he must wait an 
hour before he can get on the land. The: 
haying comes; the “daylight saving” 
sun is still an hour behind, the hay is 
too wet in the morning and cannot be 
handled, and another hour is gone each 
day. Then harvest comes and we have 
to throw away another hour each morn- 
ing, for grain cannot be cut with the 
dew on, and thrashing follows the same. 
Crews of two dozen men hang around 
waiting for the sun to get in its work 
that our city friends may do their eve- 
ning autoing by daylight.

Our artillery was still inferior in train- 
ing and practice to the artillery arm 
of any one of the.great powers such as 
Germany, France, or Japan—a condi- 
tion which we only then began to rem- 
edy. But the workmanlike. speed and 
efficiency with which the expedition of 
some 6,000 troops of all arms was mo- 
bilized and transported to Cuba during 
the revolution of 1908 showed that as 
re our cavalry and infantry we 
had at least reached the point where 
we could assemble and handle in first 
rate fashion expeditionary forces. 
This is mighty little to boast of, for 
a nation of our wealth and population; 
it is not pleasant to compare it with 
the extraordinary feats of contempo- 
rary Japan and the Balkan peoples; 
but, such as it is, it represents a long 
stride in advance over conditions as 


they were in 1898.

INCOME TAX 


Chicago, Feb. 27, 1919.—-[Income Tax 
Editor.]—A corporation accumulated 
a profit in 1917 and so reported in its 
income tax returns for that year. A 
dividend of this profit was declared in 
March, 1918, the fiscal year of the cor- 
poration being same as calendar year. 
Are the respective stockholders to pay 
income tax on this item (sur tax), ac- 
cording to the law prevailing in 1917 
or according to the new law? G. H. 

The dividends are subject to sur tax at 
rates provided by the new law. Last year’s 
dividends were at the rates prevailing in the 
years in which the earnings were accumulat- 
ed out of which the dividends were paid. 
This year, however, cash dividends are the 
rate prevailing in the year in which they 
are received. Some exception is made in the 
case of stock dividends.

PROFITS ON. LAND DEAL. 

Oo. J. B—The profit Is determined by the 
difference ‘ctween the value of land March 
1, 1913, and the selling price. If it is your 
practice to make your income tax schedule 
on the accrued basis you should have re- 
ported this profit, if any, in your 1917 
schedule, taking deduction in subsequent 
years for such part of the deferred payment 
as became uncollectable. Not having done 
that, and if consistent with your report of 
other income, you may report the farm on 
the paid basis by apportioning payments 
made rateably between the cost and profit, 
and reporting each year as you received it 
that portion of the payment which you have 
credited to profit together with the interest 
received. Under this method, however, you 
will not be permitted to deduct as bad debts 
the deferred payments which proved hereafter 
to be uncollectable. You may deduct from 
your profit the cost of improvements and 
betterments which have not heretofore been 
covered by deductions for depreciation and

Chief Garrity issued an order not 
only to arrest all fakers but to have 
policemen prevent gas from being 
turned off in any home, apartment, or 
store which had complained about 
high bills. If bona fide collectors try 
this, the chief said, the policemen 
should report at once to-.the depart-

Mr. Nichols, who served his country 
at the front throughout the war, has 
no sympathy with those who speak 
of the glory of war. 

“War doesn’t ennoble,” he said; “it

It is to help to end this hofror that 
Siegfried Sassoon and the many others

Hog Price Situation Fac- 
tor in the Market's 
Decline.

Lower prices for grains and provi- 
gions were made yesterday due to 
selling by aggressive bears and timid 
longs and closing trades were at losses 
on corn of 2%@2%c except for Feb- 


ruary, which was unchanged. Oats 


lost %@ic in Chicago and a nervous 
feeling prevailed throughout, owing to 
failure to secure definite news on hog 
prices for March. 

Southwestern corn markets closed 14@ 
$%c lower and oats were off %c. Oats in 
Minneapolis lost %@ic and Winnipeg 
was %@%c lower. Rye futures in Min- 
neapolis lost %c and barley 1@2c for the 
day. 

Hog News Depresses Corn. 

Local sentiment regarded ‘ery 
bearish by the overnight developments 
in the hog price situation, and with free 
commission house selling prices dropped 
3@3%c on the active futyres and closed 
within %4@%c of the bottom. March was 
$1.30, May $1.23%, and July $1.19% at the 
jlast. A light trade was on in February 
and after a range of 1%c it closed at 
$1.32, or 2c over March, against ‘ec dis- 
count at the finish Wednesday. 

At no time were prices as high as the 
previous day’s close. Local profes- 
sionals who were bullish made an effort 
to rally the market at one time, but 
when provisions started to decline corn 
followed, houses with stockyards con- 


mections selling freely. 


Iowa and South Dakota are selling a 
little grain to come to this market, but 
Tilinois and Indiana are doing practical- 
ly nothing.
